CAMP OP THE L NJTED STATES MA- 


RINES, OUTER HAHBOH OP GCASTASAMO, 
Monday. June 13, via Kingrswm.. J»i 
maica, June 15.—After two nights of 
hard fighting- the American flap still 
floats on Cuban soil over the encamp- 
ment of the marine battalion, and o*jr 
boys say they will beep it there until 
the belated troops arrive if it takes 
till winter. 


Thus far the marines have had the 


best of the fighting, but the situation 
is grave ana they are exhausted with 
repelling almost incessant attacks. 
Thay have little chance to rest, or 
sleep, and the time of the arrival of 
the relieving' troops is uncertain. 


Were ic not for tne protecting guns 


of the fleet the gallant little band 
would be annihilated by the "Spanish 
troops in overpowering- numbers from 
Santiago de Cuba. As it is,-they prob- 
ably can hold their position, but they 
can not move forward until reinforced 
"by troops. 


What first, with the white tents on' 


a bold eminence against the tropic 
backgrouu , looked like a ho.idav, 
camp, is now grim reality. 
The tents 


have been struck and rolled into 
breastworks, 
supplemented 
by 


tren ches around the crest of hilL The 
spot i» lamentably exposed, oa ground, 
while surrounding it on all sides is 
heavy brush. The least movement in 
the camp is the signal for instant tar- 
get practice upon the part of tbe-Snac- 
iah sharpshooters, vthase rifles carrj 
much further than ours, though their 
owneis rarely hit anything they aim 
at. 


It is impossible to accurately esti- 


mate the Spanish attacking force, but 
It is numerous enoujth. About two- 
thiraa of this force surrounds the camp 
oijrhtly with a deadly ring, and the 
spatting- of the Mausers makes things 
quite lively, for the Spaniards are dar- 
ing- enough to crawl up and take a pop 
shot at the marines from the bushes 
about thirty yards from the camp. At 
night the besiegers fight like Indians 
and our old Apache fighters will feel 
in their element. Every yard of chap- 
para] is an ambuscade and picket duty 
is flipping coins with death; 


After the first attack on Saturday 


night CoL Hun ting ton decided that 
another attempt would be made on 
Sunday night and he caused entrench- 
ments to be thrown up on all sides of 
the camp, and in the trenches the main 
part of the battalion waited for the at- 
tack that the colonel was certain would 
come. It arrived within a short time 
after dark, and from that time until 
daybreak the firing wag incessant and 
at times very heavy. 


On the American side two men were 


killed and four injured. The dead are: 
Sergt. Maj. Henry Goode, of the ma- 
rines, shot through the right breast: 
Private Taurnan, wounded and fell off 
the cliff and was instantly killed. 


The injured are: Private Wallace, 


fell off the cliff and sustained a frac- 
ture of the leg; Private Martin, shot 
thiough the loft leg; Private Poxbury, 
shot through the arm. The above ara 
all privates belonging to Company D; 
Private Kurke, shot through the arm. 


The first attack of the Spaniards was 


made at S o'clock and thu last shot was 
fired by them at about 3.o'clock in the 
morning. 
i 


During the nig-ht the Spaniards at- 


tacked the cams of. ths marines on the 
^hore and the Marhlehead, believinjr 
vhe Americans had been driven out, 
threw several shells into the place. 
Ihe attack, however, was repulsed by 
the small detachment of marines in 
camp without trouble. The shells of 
iihe Marblehead struck among the ma- 
rines. 


The fight was the first o£ the war in 


which the Cubans co-operated with 
the American forces, and their co- 
operation was not a glittering success. 
At one time during the afternoon, 
whenever the marine* were firing on 
iv small detachment of Spaniards that 
made their appearance a short dis- 
tance from the camp, the Cubans be- 
jjan firing without orders and sent a 
volley right among the Americans. 
There were sevaral very ;narrow es- 
capes, but no one Was injured.

Occasionally' he may 
take a glass or two of wine, or rather 
rice spirits, always served hot; but 
half a dozen of these would scarcely 
amount in bulk to a single glass of 
sherry. The meal usually winds up 
wiih a long pull at the soup or rice 
water, and finally a snooze—CornhSll 
Magazine.

The 
pictures shown ineindtfd wounds in the 
nrm, leg, chest, back, fingers and other 
parts. 
The most remarkable-results, 


perhaps, were a case of a bullet em- 
bedded in the backbone, another in the 
hip, and the case of an Indian soldier 
who was shot in the foot, pieces of the 
bullet finally lodging- in the back of the 
heel; also the casa of Gen. Woodhouse, 
who received bullet wounds in the leg- 
and arm at- Dargai. 


In all the instances enumerated the 


bullets were by the use of the X-rays 
successfully removed, the uipn subse- 
quently rejoining t.heir comrades at the 
front- The portable apparatus weig-hs 
Sfi to 100 pounds.

Observatory at STont Elanc to Be Re- 


moved, Pisce by Piece. 


The Zurich correspondent of the 


London Times writes that the observ- 
atory of Mont Blanc, which was con-, 
strncted by M. Joseph ^7'allot some- 
seven years ago, is to be transferrati 
to another site. The present structure 
is-built on a - small, rocky plateau. 
which extends for a short distance 
from the Eochers des Bosses (at an el- 
evation of 14,3S1 feet 
and nearly 


1,500 feet below the summit), but its 
position is 110 longer favorable for sci- 
entific observations. The construc- 
tion of the building has served as a 
barrier against wbicb the snow piles 
itself, in-ever-increasing masses, caus- 
ing both trouble and expense to the 
observatory staff.' The whole edifice 
is to be transferred, piece by piece, on 
the backs of the workmen from 
Eochers des Bosses to a rocky point at 
the same altitude, where the ground 
will first be leveled by blasting, and, 
in spite of the difficulties of the cli- 
inate and transport attending these 
operations, it is hoped that the whole 
transfer will be finished in the course 
of one summer season. .,
